to co ld. Prev io usly , first aid peo ple were in­ 
structed to gradually thaw fro zen parts in 
co o l water o r in a co o l ro o m. No w it is rec- 
o mer.ded that the v ictim be bro ught into 
a warm ro o m quickly and that warming o f 
the fro zen parts o f the bo dy be do ne as 
rapidly as po ssible in a tub o f warm, but no t 
ho t, water o r by wrapping in warm blan­ 
kets. The patient also sho uld be giv en warm 
drinks but rubbing o f the fro zen parts Is no t 
reco mmended. 
The changes in to urniquet technique call 
fo r applicatio n o nly fo r a sev ere, life-threat­ 
ening hemo rrhage which canno t be co n­ 
tro lled by o ther means. Crushing wo unds 
o r large cuts where large arteries are sev er­ 
ed o r where there is partial o r co mplete 
sev erance o f the bo dy part are the o nly in­ 
stances where applicatio n o f to urniquets are 
justified, the Red Cro ss no w say s. 
The new instructio ns hav e been, o r will 
be, distributed to all Red Cro ss first aid in­ 
structo rs in the co untry and will be includ­ 
ed in the new tex t bo o ks.

WASHINGTON J* — Congress and the Eisen­ 
hower administration are mu lling ov er a different 
way of fiancing the v ast social secu rity retirement 
program. 
The idea u nder stu dy , so basic it cou ld alter the 
whole complex ion of the gov ernment’s program for 
the aged, is called “pay as y ou go.” 
Under this sy stem, Congress or the administra­ 
tion wou ld estimate the cost of social secu rity hen 
efits to be paid each y ear and then lev y a tax to 
pay the bill. 
As Rep. Cu rtis (R Neb) once pu t it, “ when the 
y ear closes, nothing is owed and nothing is prom­ 
ised ” 
Tax rates and benefit lev els might v ary from 
y ear to y ear, depending on economic conditions, the 
nu mber of persons reaching retirement age, the 
attitu de of Congress, and so on. 
Or benefit lev els cou ld be held constant, with tax es 
v ary ing to produ ce whatev er rev enu e is needed. 
This plan, which has some influ ential adv ocates, 
contrasts sharply with the concept on which the so­ 
cial secu rity program has been operating for the 
past 18 y ears. 
The present sy stem contemplated that relath cly 
few persons wou ld q u alify for benefits in the first 20 
to 30 y ears, bu t that ev entu ally the nu mber wou ld 
be sev eral times greater than now. 
So it attempts to strike, far in adv ance, an av erage 
tax lev el needed to finance the program on a per­ 
manent basis. Thu s the plan calls for tax income to 
ex ceed pay ments greatly in the early y ears, with 
this su rplu s piling u p a reserv e called the “ tru st 
fu nd ” 
Later, when the steadily increasing pay ments rise 
abov e tax income, interest on the tru st fu nd is ex ­ 
pected to bridge the gap and keep the program sol­ 
v ent. 
Theoretically , the tax rate, the tru st fu nd and the 
lev el of benefits ev entu ally wou ld remain almost 
constant. Actu ally , to av oid too su dden an impact, 
the tax rate is stepped u p at fiv e-y ear interv als u n 
til it reaches 6Vt per cent of pay rolls in 1970. 
Congress was ex pected to make minor adju st­ 
ments as needs dev eloped. Bu t the theory , at least, 
called for a permanent and happy state of eq u ili­ 
briu m ex tending well bey ond the y ear 2000 If a bad 
y ear cu t into the tru st fu nd, a good y ear wou ld bu ild 
it back.

The o u tlet en d is o f greatest im­ 
p o rtan ce an d sho u ld be check ed 
first, he believ es. It sho u ld be at 
least a fo o t abo v e the lo w water 
flo w' in the o p en ditch, an d be kep t 
co mp letely o p en at all times. Pre­ 
p are fo r tro u ble if the tile main s 
ru n n in g in to o p en ditches are ex ­ 
ten ded to the ditch ban k. It do esn ’t 
tak e lo n g fo r in div idu al tile to be 
u n dercu t an d washed o u t, cau sin g 
almo st IOO p er cen t o f these drain s 
to fail within the first y ear. 
Best way to stabilize this tile o u t­ 
let is to u se a sectio n o f co rru gated 
metal p ip e, 12 to 20 feet in len gth, 
dep en din g o n dep th o f ditch .
